Poultrymen Will 
Vote Here Friday 


Great Britain wants to buy AlDerta" 
eggs; but before that market can be 
supplied, Alberta producers must be 
in a position to guarantee in advance, 
that stipulated volumes of .eggs will 
be available at station times. 

In other words, Alberta’s surplus 
egg supplies musf be cooixjinat-ed in 
order to facilitate shipment to Great 
Britain. Furthermore, methods of ' 
grading must be improved. \ 

Last spring, representative poultry- 
men met in Edmonton and asked the 
Department of Trade and Industry to 
help them prepare an egg marketing 
plan. They set up a working commit¬ 
tee which drafted the plan and are 
now ready to submit it to egg produc¬ 
ers of the province for their approval. 

The plebiscite is being held this 
week at meetings in more than 100 
different centres, with the meeting at 
Vulcan being held on Friday after¬ 
noon, Nov. 29. The vote is taken at 
the close of the meeting, and all poul¬ 
trymen with 50 birds or more are en¬ 
titled to cast a ballot. 

All interested egg produoers are 
urged to attend the meeting and cast 
their votes in order that the expres¬ 
sion of opinioii as indicated by the bal 
lot will be truly representative.

Much Mail Lost 
On “Beaverford” 


Failure to delivei mail to soldiers 
overseas and delays in mail transpor¬ 
tation are due to circumstances be¬ 
yond the cbntrol of the Dominion post 
office department, it was pointed out 
by postal officials this week. 

A number of parcels, many contain¬ 
ing tobacco, and letters were lost en- 
route to England through the sinking 
of the C.P.R. freighter “Beaverford,” 
recently. 

This loss, it is feared, will cause 
anxiety and disappointment to rela¬ 
tives and friends of overseas soldiers 
as well as to the soldiers themselves. 
Consequently the post office depart¬ 
ment has explained its position. 

Postal officials emphasize that de¬ 
lays in transportation of nlail are of¬ 
ten caused by incomplete or insuffic¬ 
ient addresses on letters or parcels. 

Under the present system, mail, 
correctly addressed, is forwarded in 
direct sealed bags either from the 
Base Post Office at Ottawa or from 
the Canada Base Depot in the United 
Kingdom to the various units.

•JMIE public is looking forward to the conference in 
Ottawa in January, when provincial representa¬ 
tives will meet with the federal government to discuss 
the recommendations embodied in the Sirois-Rowell' re¬ 
port. Apparently the federal government is favorably 
dispossed toward dealing with the matter of federal- 
disposed toward, dealing with the.matter of federai- 
largely upon the co-operative spirit of the provinces. 
If the Sirois recommendations should be adopted, it will 
mark the most sweeping changes since Confederation. 

According to Prime Minister King, action is desirable 
in order to achieve maximum war effort and lay the 
foundation for reconstruction after the war. If the 
provincial premiers put no obstacles in the way, the 
federal session this winter may legislate to have all 
provincial debt, direct and indirect, taken over by the 
Dominion; to have a national adjustment grant paid the 
provinces to help balance budgets, and to assume all 
care of unemployed, instead of the three-way split now 
prevailing. 

In return for assuming provincial debt, the province 
would turn over to the dominion the right to levy in¬ 
come, corporation and succession duty taxes. 

The Sirois report was the product of a three-year 
study of the outstanding\needs of every phase of indus¬ 
trial life in-all the provinces. " It will be recalled- that the 
Alberta government did not present recommendations 
at the time of the sitting of the commission in this prov¬ 
ince, byt individuals and organizations representing ag¬ 
riculture and all other elements of business and indus¬ 
try stated their case. 

It is accepted without dispute that there is too much 
overlapping in taxation and services as between federal 
and provincial authorities. Anything which would tend 
to more effective and economic administration would 
undoubtedly help.war etfbrt. It would also clear the 
way for a better handling of reconstruction problems 
after the war. 

The Sirois report predicted a collapse sooner or later, 
if Canada’s cumbersome and .discriminatory fiscal sys¬ 
tem were not amended. The methods of averting this 
collapse were outlined, and a further aim to bring 
about an average Canadian standa/d of service in all 
provinces. In its proposals regarding debt, taxation, 
unemployed, etc., it is far reaching in aim, closplv af¬ 
fecting municipalities and individuals.

power could thus be given to keep Nazi bombers in the 
air over Britain. He spoke of what a shipload of but¬ 
ter would mean in lubricating oils to outfit the death¬ 
dealing submarines. Dealing with specific products, 
and the possibility of diversion to direct war purposes, 
he shattered the illusion that any product could be per¬ 
mitted to get through the blockade without strengthen¬ 
ing Germany’s war sinews.

National Registration, Em¬ 
bracing Those Over 16 Years 
is 8,000,000 


Britain To Take 132,000,000 
Bushels; Government Will 
Take All 1940 Crop Before 
Next Crop Year , 


Mun. Convention 
Guard Hog Raisers 


National registration figures show¬ 
ed 8,000,000 people in Canada over .16 
years of age.According to past censits 
*>6'/r of the total population is in this 
age classification. If this ratio still 
prevails, there are 4,000,000 or more 
under 16 years of age, and this gives 
a total population of more than 12,- 
000,000. 

Of those listed during the August 
registration period, 3,988,760 were 
males and 3,981,710 females. 

By provinces the registration show¬ 
ed the following totals with number 
of males in brackets: 

Prince JEdward Island, 63,018 (31,- 
520); Nova Scotia, 382,599, (188,946); 
New Brunswick, 293,646, (145,836); 

Quebec, 2,162,240, (1,072,924); On¬ 
tario, 2,738,240, (1,360,382); Manitoba 
500,075, (256,370); Saskatchewan, 

593,592 ( 324,100); Alberta 537,890, 
(293,852); British Columbia, 598,768, 
(314,830). 

The number of Single men and wi¬ 
dowers without children between the 
ages of 19 and 45, inclusive, number¬ 
ed 989,539, distributed as follows: 

Ontario, 309,179; Quebec, 291,727; 
Nova Scotia, 49,338; New Brunswick, 
36,649; Prince Edward Island, 8,004; 
Manitoba, 65,877; Saskatchewan 87,- 
293; Albertae including Yukon) 76,- 
494; British Columbia, 65,178. 


Hon. J. A. MacKinnon has announc¬ 
ed that the government intends to 
take delivery of all the 1940 wheat 
crop efore the end of July 1941. 

To this end, additional wheat-stor¬ 
age space will be constructed, and the 
general delivery quota will be in¬ 
creased next week from the present 
level of eight bushels an acre to ten. 

Speaking in the Throne Speech de¬ 
bate, the minister said: “We all fully 
recognize that a wheat policy cover¬ 
ing the 1941-42 crop year must be an¬ 
nounced sometime in February, well 
in advance of the seeding season.” 

The minister said plans for the 
1941 wheat crop would depend upon 
circumstances, but from the stand¬ 
point of the trade department that 
policy would “have to be decided upon 
with a knowledge that apart from do¬ 
mestic consumption only between pos¬ 
sibly 140,000,000 and 175,000,000 
bushels can be exported in the crop 
year ending July 31, 1942.” 

His department had to do only- with 
marketing facilities, the minister told 
the House. 

Two Departments 

“Any matters relating to operations 
on the farm lie within the jurisdic¬ 
tion of my colleague, the minister of 
agriculture and the provincial de¬ 
partments of agriculture,” he said. 

To Take 132,000,000 

Great Britain is said to be definite¬ 
ly committed to take 120 million bush¬ 
els of Canadian wheat next year. 

This will be over and above any 
purchases made in other countries 
and her own home production. There 
is also a very probable gap between 
the Canadian quota, so far, and the 
other quotas. 

This would be filled from Canada, 
and would bring the commitment up 
to 132,000,000. 

This is the Plan 

In the plans ot the British Cereal 
Authority, it is understood that 15 
per oent. of requirements will be se¬ 
cured from the Argentine, 16 per cent 
from the United States, with about 
10 per cent, supplied between the Un¬ 
ited States and British domestic pro¬ 
duction.

At the convention of Alberta Mun¬ 
icipal districts, resolutions were pass¬ 
ed respecting the new hog-grading 
regulations. A resolution asked that 
a committe be appointed to investi¬ 
gate possibilities of a producers’ rep¬ 
resentative on hog grading, and that 
a committee be appointed to see that 
condemned hogs would, be paid for 
out of condemnation Insurance. 

To remove the difficulty of munici¬ 
pal districts disposing of grain seized 
for taxes, it was carried that enabling 
legislation be made effective so that 
grain seized for taxes could be stored 
and sold. 

Old Age Pensions 
Belief that the government is real¬ 
izing on assets of old age pensioners 
after death, brought the resolution 
that the Dept, of Old Age Pensions 
reimburse any municipal district af- 
ted disposing of any assets on a ratio 
of. the amount paid by such district to 
the provincial government. 

) _ Special Grants 

A special grant for road mainten¬ 
ance was asked for districts where 
there were school bus routes. 

No Hunting 

Stricter enforcement of the act pro¬ 
hibiting hunting on private property 
without permission of the owner was 
asked, and a.resolution suggested cer¬ 
tain areas of well-settled districts to 
be set out for hunting. 

Soldier Exemption 
A resolution provided for exemp¬ 
tion from taxation for the home prop¬ 
erty of a soldier in the year in which 
he becomes a soldier and until he 
ceases to be a soldier. 

Cancellation of exemptions from 
military service for certain sects 
previously granted such exemption, 
was asked, and if the exemptions 
should not be cancelled the convention 
urged cancellation of rights to own 
property 

Trouble for Mr. Maynard 
When Hon. Lucien Maynard put up 
a plea for national unity in his ad¬ 
dress before the convention, a dele¬ 
gate rose and said; “I am rather sur¬ 
prised to find a minister from the Al¬ 
berta government making such a plea 
for the unity ’of Canada, when it has 
done its damndest to disunite it.”

On Naval Plans

New Minister of Navy 
Makes Maiden Speech Tel¬ 
ling of Plans to Build De¬ 
stroyers in Canadian Yards 


Say Univ. Radio 
To Be Used by Gov’t 


APPLY MRS. DISCHER 


Hon. Angus Macdonald, new min¬ 
ister of the navy, replied in the house 
to charges that Canada’s contribution 
to the war was “pitiful.” Hg said that 
sincd*the war began 3500 ships have 
left Canadian ports carrying cargoes 
I of 22 million tons. The Canadian 
navy has also escorted troop convoys 
to England and elsewhere without a 
single loss." In the last week 775 
ships in convoy had reached British 
ports and only five convoyed ships had 
been lost. “The Canadian navy,” he 
said, “is performing valiant service in 
aiding the British navy to keep open 
the shipping lanes not only for British 
ships but for ships of neutral coun¬ 
tries..” 

Future plans of Canada’s navy- 
called for the addition of 100 ships 
and 10,000 men by the spring of 1942, 
Mr. Macdonald said. This would give 
Canada a navy of 250 ships and 23,000 
men. 

This projected expansion of the 
navy was significant on two points: 

Canada was determined to put forth 
an effort on sea no less complete than 
in the air and on tbs land. 

The dignity of Canada demanded 
a navy worthy of the country’s im¬ 
portance among the nations of the 
world, adequate to her needs as a 
great trading nation. 

An enlarged shipbuilding program 
was an essential part of Canada’s 
naval plans. Canada had already- 
built some of the smaller ships re- 
i|uired-' by the Canadian and British 
navies and Mr. Macdonald paid trib¬ 
ute to the Canadian builders. 

“But we intend to go further,” he 
said. “It is our hope that we shall he 
able to build destroyers and perhaps 
cruisers in Canadian yards. In the 
early stages we shall require the as¬ 
sistance of skilled men from admir¬ 
alty dockyards or from private yard. : 
in Britain and we have asked for that 
assistance. 

“With the establishment of a Can¬ 
adian naval college and the building 
in Canada of the larger types of ship 
of war, we shall come to the day, and 
1 think it will be a proud day for this 
country, when our Canadian naval 
effortg will be directed by Canadian 
men trained in Canada and operating 
in ships built in this country.” 


Remarkable Offensive Aided 
by R.A.F. and British Fleet; 
Fascists Make Sorry Show 


Independent members meeting in 
Edmonton Saturday, passed a resolu¬ 
tion claiming that the reported gov¬ 
ernment loan of 330,000 to the Univ. 
of Alberta radio station was intended 
to give the government a means of 
spreading political propaganda. 

The resolution said; 

According to newspaper reports, the 
Alberta government has guaranteed 
a loan of $30,000 to the University of 
Alberta for the extension of its rttdio 
facilities. We are of the opinion that 
at this time when the nation is faced 
with the problem of financing the war 
and trying by every means in its power 
to secure funds to prosecute its war 
effort more effectively, the government 
should not spend such a large sum ot 
money on something which may very 
well be dispensed with. 

We are also of the opinion the pur¬ 
pose behind the government’s action is 
for no other reason than to provide the 
government with a means for dissem¬ 
inating political propaganda at no cost 
to itself under cover of giving depart¬ 
mental information to the public. 

It is reported that the government 
has already pre-empted all unused 
time on this radio. . 


President W. A. Kerr of the Univ. 
of Alberta, commenting on the much 
discussed loan of $30,000 from the 
government .to v the University radio 
station, says that the equipment of 
the station CKUA had become obso¬ 
lete in danger of collapse, and there 
was no alternative but to rebuild or 
go off the air. So the governors of 
the university unanimously decided 
to ask the government for financial 
aid. “The government agreed, the 
power will be raised to 1000 watts 


Greece is maintaining its remark¬ 
able drive through Albania, forcing 
Italians to retreat at all points. Italy 
is reported as seeking Bulgarian aid. 
Encouraged by Greek triumphs Yugo¬ 
slavia is showing more inclination to 
resist. Bulgaria is unlikely to join 
the Axis activity at present. 

Greek capture of Koritza in Albania 
is another step in the objective of 
Greece to throw the Italian army out 
of Albania. Italians have called most 
of their airforce into action to stem 
the tide of Grecian advance. Succes¬ 
ses in the Albanian territory are said 
to be great. R.A.F. planes have been 
active in assisting Greeoa and the 
British navy has again bombed im¬ 
portant Italian bases. British and 
Greek fleets, blockading the eastern 
end of the Mediterranean have turned 
the Aegean sea into a Greek lake, is¬ 
olating Italian islands. 

The capture of Koritza was occas¬ 
ion for wild celebration, the Albanians 
rejoicing in their freedom from Ital¬ 
ians. 

Greek Infantry regiments have 
been going through Italian mechan¬ 
ized forces with such determination 
that it is expected that half of Al¬ 
bania will soon be in Greek hands. 

Slovakia Joins Axis 
Slovakia, the remnant of the former 
Czecho-SIovakia, has signed a pact 
with Germany. * This alliance has fol¬ 
lowed by 24 hours the signature of 
Rumania to the Axis treaty. General 
Antonescu of Rumania has had long 
military talks with Hitler. 

Russia Advises Bulgaria 
Soviet Russia is reported as having 
advised Bulgaria not to join in the 
three-power axis alliance. A large ele¬ 
ment in Bulgaria is opposed to the 
complete tie-up with Hitler. It is ar¬ 
gued that so long as the Soviet stays 
out, Bulgaria should not commit it¬ 
self completedly to the axis. Bul¬ 
garia has no strong force to attack 
Greek, and there is no evidence of 
preparation. 

In Dirkey , 

Von Papen, German ambassador to 
Turkey, is to bring a demand for 
Turkish participation in the new or- 
ier. A pledge is expected requiring 
that Turkey will not act if Bulgarian 
and German troops move on Greece.
